lantern, while the passengers who 
had been standing with him fled in- 
side. His efforts were in vain. He 
was crushed and died at the hospital 
several hours later. In all there were 
nine collisions on elevated structures 
during the fog. 


Chicago, Nov. 19.—The densest fog 


ever experineced in Chicago caused 
numerous collisions "between trains 
early -today. In these collisions one 
man was killed, two were so "badly 
injured that they probably will die, 
fifteen others were seriously hurt. 
Scores of other persons were hurt in 
minor accidents due to the fog, but 
as they were able to assist them- 
selves, no ofBcial report was made. 
Every ambulance in 
the city was 


kept busy from 5:30 to 7:30 a. m. 
carrying the injured to their homes 
or to hospitals. 
The more serious 


•accidents occurred on the Metropoli- 
tan and the Lake street **L,** two on 
the southside "L.!* one on the north- 
western **L'' and one between sub- 
urban trains of the Rock Island and 
the Lake Shore roads. Collisions be* 
tween vehicles and surface cars were 
frequent, but while a great number 
of people were injured by them, none 
of -the injuries incapaciated them and 
the damage was chiefly to the collid- 
ing objects themselves.

A THICK FOG. 


The fog at au early hour this morn- 


ing was so thick -that persons stand- 
ing on the sidewalks could scarcely 
distinguish street cars passing with- 


N in a few feet of them, and motormen 


kept their gongs 
clanging a con- 


stant warning. 


The collision on the Metropolitan 


was between trains going the same 
way, as was the case in other acci- 
dents. 
Both trains were crowded, 


many passengers 
standing on the 


rear platforms. 
On the first train 


these were almost the only ones to 
suffer. The motorman slowed up go 
ing around a curve and -while wait- 
ing for a signal to increase speed the 
Humholdt Park express train crash- 
ed into the rear without warning. 


The accident on the Lake Street 


Elevated was almost exactly similar. 
The people injured were standing on 
the rear platform with the exception 
of Munn, the motorman on the rear 
train.

Indianapolis, Nov. 19.—Announce- 


ment -was made this afternoon that 
the Indianapolis and Eastern. Trac- 
tion company has purchased a con- 
trolling interest in the Indianapolis 
and Greenfield Rapid Transit com- 
pany. Frank M. Fauvre is president 
of the Indianapolis and Eastern 
Traction company, which was incor- 
porated last spring. The price paid 
for the controlling interest is not 
known. 
The capital stock of ths 


company was $400,000. This is re- 
garded as the most important inter- 
urban deal in which Indianapolis 
capital has figured. 


If present plans are carried out 


within a year or two Fort Wayne 
will have another hospital which will 
be equal ia every respect to the two 
big institutions already established 
here.

For many years it had been the de- 


sire of Germans 
of the 
city and 


county that a hospital be erected1 in 
this city to be under the control of a 
German board, and with this end in 
view Hope hospital was founded sev- 
eral years ago by a number of prom- 
inent Lutherans. 
Later the institu- 


tion passed f ro-m under the control of 
an exclusively German 
board and 


the affairs of the hospital are admin- 
isteied by a corporation composed of 
Lutherans and 
members 
of other 


evangelical congregations. 


At a recent meeting of Lutheran 


ministers held in St. Paul's church, 
on Ban- street, the project of estab- 
lishing a hospital to 'be exclusively 
under German control came up for 
consideration and the pastors in at- 
tendance were almost unanimous in 
expressing* their approval of the idea. 
The sentiment of the meeting is that 
of about every German in the city 
and county, and with the universal 
approval of the Lutheran congrega- 
tions of the county there is every 
prospect for the success of the pro- 
ject. 


At this meeting it was decided to 


call a convention of delegates from 
the different Lutheran churches in 
Allen county and it was decided that 
each church appoint two representa- 
tives, and in most of the churches 
delegates were elected last Sunday, 
It was decided to hold the conven- 
tion iu St. Paul's church, this city, 
on Sunday evening, Dec. 15, at 7 
o'clock. There are about thirty-five 
Lutheran churches in" the county and 
a full attendance of 
delegates is 


looked for. 


A plan of assessment 
for funds 


with which to erect the hospital was 
discussed and it is believed 
that 


each church 
could 
furnish on an 


average of between $1,500 and $2,- 
000 for the purpose, the amount to 
be made payable in a term of years. 
There are approximately 100 voting 
members in each church, and it was 
suggested 
that the sum of $2 be 


levied on each member with which to 
form a nucleus hospital fund. 
In 


this way $7,000 
could 
be raised 


within a very short time and this 
amount would be used in purchasing 
a site for the building. It is thought 
that the churches 
will favor this 


plan as being the one by which the 
burden would be most evenly dis- 
tributed. 


A number of very desirable sites 


have been offered for the new hospi- 
tal and these will be considered in 
due time* A site farthest removed 
from the noises of the city is most 
desired and one or two excellent loca- 
tions in the eastern part of the city 
are offered. 
Nothing will be done 


toward securing ground, 
however, 


until after 
the 
convention next 


month. 


The proposed new hosrpital will "b« 


tip to date in every particular and 
will contain all the most modern 
conveniences. 
At the meeting next 


month an association will be formed

Chicago, Nov. 19.—The densest fog 


ever experineced in Chicago caused 
numerous collisions between trains 
early today. In these collisions one 
man was killed, two were so badly 
injured that -they probably will die, 
fifteen others were seriously liuvt. 
Scores of other persons were hurt in 
minor accidents due to the fog, hut 
as they were able 'to assist them- 
selves, no official report was made. 
Every ambulance 
the city was 


kept busy from b:30 to 7:30 n. m. 
carrying -Lhe injured to their homes 
or to hospitals. 
The more serious 


•accidents occurred on the Metropoli- 
tan and the Lake street "L," two on 
the southsirle "L,:f one on the north- 
western "L" and one between sub- 
urban trains of the Souk Island and 
the Lake Shore roads. Collisions be- 
tween vehicles 'and surface cars were 
frequent, but while a great number 
of .people were injured by them, none 
of the injuries hicapaciated them and 
the damage was chiefly to the collid- 
ing objects themselves.
